The law imposes a tax of one and 
one-half per cent on the incomes. 
Unmarried

earning less than $2,000 are ex; 
empt from income tax payment. 
In 1919 state income taxes were 
paid^by 95,955 individuals and 9,984 
corporations in Missouri. The taxes 
collected amounted to $4,623,873.64, 
but the state auditor refunded for­ 
ty per cent of this sum. 
The tax law as originally written 
provided for an assessment of one- 
half of one per cent 
on 
the 
in­ 
comes. 
The new rate of one and 
one-half per cent w-as made effec­ 
tive in August 1919, and the assess­ 
ments were made under the new 
rate. 
The supreme court held that 
the new rate was not retroactice 
and ruled that the taxes for the 
prior months should be assessed on 
a one-half of one per cent basis. A 
refund for that period w’as ordered. 
Blanks for the corporation fran­

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MUCKRAKING STILL IN VOGUE. 


Secretarying of War Baker's blan­ 
ket invitation to all critics of the war 
department to come 
forward 
with 
their grievances reminds one of Ajax 
defying the lightning. 
The critics of 
the war department are innumerable, 
and if half of them should adopt Mr. 
Baker’s suggestion he would be buried 
under an avalanche 
of 
complaints. 
Mr. Baker can hardly desire to bring 
such an avalanche down upon himself. 
Perhaps he knowns that something of 
the sort is coming anyhow and is is­ 
suing his challenge as a sort of coun­ 
ter offensive against the enemy. 
Many hacj supposed that the elec­ 
tion would end the political muckrak­ 
ing which has 
been 
proceeding at 
such a terrific rate since the war. The 
republican congress in that period has 
undertaken more than eighty investi­ 
gations relating to the conduct of the 
war by the administration, the object 
being to reveal graft and inefficiency 
and thus make votes for the republi­ 
can candidate in the election. Not one 
of the inquiries brought a scandal to 
light, but the muckrakers succeeded 
in 
spreading 
a 
vague 
impression 
among uniformed people that there 
had beeft gross inefficiency in the ad­ 
ministration’s conduct of the war and 
this impression may have played some 
part in determining the result on No­ 
vember 2. 
With the election over and the main 
political object of the muckraking at­ 
tained, it seemed reasonable to expect 
a cessation of these efforts to belittle 
and minimize the 
greatest 
achieve­ 
ment of the American republic since 
its foundation. 
Since 
the 
election, 
however, the charges against the ship­ 
ping board have been made public, 
and this means that the muckrakers 
still have certain other objects to at­ 
tain. 
Every man who stops to think 
knows that the creation of the new7 
American 
merchant 
marine 
in the 
midst of the war emergency was one 
of the miracles of the war period, but 
the spectacle 
of democrats 
on the 
shipping board is not acceptable to 
republicans who will control both the 
white house and the congress. 
So, too, in all likelihood, with re­ 
spect to the war department. 
Its ac­ 
complishments in the war make a glo­ 
rious chapter in 
American 
history, 
and every partisan assault upon it so 
far has failed miserably. 
But proba­ 
bly there are republican plans in con­ 
nection 
with 
the 
war 
department 
which will be facilitated by the cre­ 
ation of a scandal and by the airing 
of charges which, even if they cannot 
be proved, w ill make a bad impression 
upon people who do not stop to con­ 
sider carefully. 
So another war de­ 
partment investigation 
is 
probably 
coming and Secretary of War Baker’s 
challenge is no doubt a sign of its ap­ 
proach. 


Not a day passes now that the New 
York Herald does not have some word 
of praise for President Wilson. 
For 
his message to congress it has nothing 
but the warmest 
commendation, de­ 
claring it to be “a good message to 
congress and the 
American 
people 
whom congress represents” as also “a 
good word to the world, watching this 
nation as the old administration pass­ 
es and the new approaches.” It really 
begins to look as if the campaign of 
slander and vituperation against the 
president is on the wane. 
And why 
not? Hasn’t its sole object, the defeat 
of the democratic party, been accom­ 
plished? 


The desire of the Filipinos for in­ 
dependence is stronger than ever, says 
Governor General Harrison, and he 
again recommends that they be grant­ 
ed the complete political liberty which 
they seek. 
To which the New7 York 
Tribune retorts: 
“Our right in the 
Philippines is indisputable 
and 
will 
not be relinquished. 
Our duty to the 
Filipinos also remains. 
We cannot es­ 
cape it by patting them on the back 
and sending them 
out, 
unequipped 
and unsuspecting, 
into a disordered 
and unsympathetic w7orld.” The prin­ 
ciple of self-determination, after en­ 
joying high favor in the best circles 
for a while, is now getting the cold 
shoulder almost everywhere. 


Senator Harding’s 
plea 
for “fair 
treatment for men 
in 
public 
life” 
comes rather late to appeal to some, 
but nevertheless we are for it. 
May 
the time never return in the country 
when a chief executive, republican or 
democrat, shall be subjected to the 
abuse that has come to the present oc­ 
cupant of the white house.

Poland Is in the destitute state for 
want of food and clothing among the 
poor that Belgium would have been 
during the war, had there been no com­ 
mission for relief In that country, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Vernon Kellogg, Ameri­ 
can Relief Administration official, who 
recently returned from Warsaw. 
Dr. Kellogg was a member of Mr. 
Hoover’s staff In Belgium, and at the 
conclusion of hostilties, entered Po­ 
land as the Hoover emissary In charge 
of food relief. He first entered Poland 
In 1915, a few months after the Ger­ 
man occupation. His report of starva­ 
tion, disease and suffering that exist­ 
ed at that time is one of the most 
harrowing documents In the records 
of American relief work overseas. 
Dr. 
Kellogg 
made the following 
statement regarding the work after the 
armistice: 
“With Warsaw as our headquarters, 
we began operations in Poland in Jan­ 
uary, 1919, and within a few weeks 
there was established a steady Impor­ 
tation of food into that country. Tons 
and tons of it came from overseas 
through the Port of Danzig. 
“It was impossible to do all that 
the administration wanted to do, be­ 
cause the need of Poland was too great, 
hut It was agreed that enough food 
should be sent to Poland to care for 
the four million people until the great 
agricultural district* could again pro­ 
vide for them. 
“But In addition to these four mil­ 
lion people who so pressingly needed 
relief, there was another call for relief 
from a source that could not be re­ 
sisted: the children of the land. Many 
of these were orphans, hungry, ema­ 
ciated, destitute and diseased. 
So the 
American Relief Administration added 
to its work by instituting a system of 
feeding these children. 
In a few* 
months a million and a quarter Polish 
children were getting a free meal ev­ 
ery day of special food prepared to 
counteract the effects of their previous 
undernourishment.” 
To flush the job eight great organ­ 
izations have united under the name 
of the European Relief Council to raise 
the funds necessary to care for the 
food needs and the medical needs of 
the 3,500.000 children of Eastern and 
Central Europe. 
These organizations 
are the American Relief Administra­ 
tion, the American Red Cross, the 
American Friends Service Committee 
(Quakers), the Jewish Joint Distribu­ 
tion Committee, tile Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ In America, the 
Knights of Columbus, the Y. M. C. A. 
and the Y. W. C. A

GRAY SAMARITANS 
RESCUING CHILDREN 


The Young Women’s Christian Asso­ 
ciations of the United States are keenly 
interested in the movement for the re­ 
lief of the 3,500,000 starving children 
of Europe because a group of their 
members, the Polish Gray Samaritans, 
have been in charge of distributing food 
to children in Poland. They have been 
serving under the American Relief ad­ 
ministration and have conducted food 
kitchens and distributing stations In 
all parts of Poland outside Warsaw. 
In all the relief work being doue in 
Europe, that of the Polish Grays has 
been unique because all tile girls, 
though sent from America, were either 
born in Poland or are of Polish paren­ 
tage. 
When the need for social serv­ 
ice In their country became acute 
many girls of Polish descent answered 
the call of the Young Women’s Chris­ 
tian Association for overseas service 
and enlisted In the preliminary train­ 
ing course that was given in several 
cities of the United States. From this 
group thirty girls were chosen and sent 
to Poland where, since 1918, they have 
been caring for the children of the 
country. 
TRe distribution of clothing 
has takeu them into all parts of 
Poland. 
They are now spending their entire 
time In arranging for the feeding of 
children this winter. Groups of them 
travel to strategic centers in outlying 
districts where they set up distributing 
stations, 
receive 
supplies, 
prepare 
meals, arrange for impartial distribu­ 
tion and train helpers to continue the 
work when they are sent on to the next 
town.
